MESSAGE ON PHILIPPINES. 


Special 
Communication 
from 
tha 


President to Congress. 


Washingon, April 15.—The president 


today sent to congresa a special mes- 
sage in relation to the Philippine tar- 
iff. The message transmits recommen- 
dations by the secretary of war for a 
revision of the Philippine tariff so as 
to permit as much customs revenue as 
possible for the islands and at the 
same time to extend to the Islands the 
principle of a protective tariff for its 
Industries. 


Under the 
conditions which wlV 


arise from the enactment of the tariff 
bill, pending in congress, which pro- 
vides under certain conditions for free 
trade between the Philippines and the 
United States, the revenues of the is- 
land will be considerably affected anc 
numerous protests have been receiver 
here on this account. 


The .proposed amendments to the bil 


are to interfere as .little as possible 
with these free trade- conditions and 
at tha same time permit collection 01 
ample revenue. 


Tha Message. 


The message follows:

the mud-hole, sink-down-and-out streets knwon to Fort Wayne have no .existence in 
Massachusetts city. .

YONKERS, N. Y.,.'with 118 .miles of streets, reports over 117 miles'paved, 


leaving but three-tenths of a single mile of unpaved roadway. .Yongers -.quite puts 
Fort Wayne and the rest out of the comparison. 


It is a little curious that with all the figures and -data, we are able to secure 


from other cities of our class we should find so little that is complimentary to the 
push and go of our City in the progress of Fort W%yne toward greater civic at- 
tractiveness of its streets. 


Is it possible that, as we neglected to properly light our own streets while 


making electric machinery'and lamps to gloriously illuminate the streets of other 
cities, so, too, we have neglected to provide even proper streets to place such lights 
upon while preoccupied with our shops, factories and traded 


Even with an arc light every half-mile—430 lights on 207 miles, of streets, and 


the alleys in darkness—the illumination is sufficient, with the above illuminating 
figures in hand, to show us how far we have to go in absolutely urgent street im- 
provements before we reach the point where bcauty-for-its-own-sake is safe from 
being mired on our city highways. 


When we have reached that point, the City Beautiful—thanks, perhaps, to a 


qualified, permanent civic commission, adequately empowered and amply financed 
—will then begin to emerge, and we shall not be ashamed to turn on the lights, as 
has Madison, Wis., with its 50 per cent more.of them in proportion to population 
than has our city, and with chic beautification brought to a stage where it has val- 
uable object lessons for Fort Wayne.
